Carrying  On  for  Luther  Burbank 

hen,  after  a brief  illness,  Luther  Burbank  passed  away,  April  n,  1926, 
our  mail  was  flooded  with  this  inquiry: 

"Is  his  work  to  be  carried  on?” 

The  answer  to  this  question  was  the  most  important  his  family  had 
to  decide.  Arising  as  it  did  in  the  middle  of  the  planting  season  for  this  year  it  was 
a question  that  had  to  be  answered  immediately.  The  conclusion  reached  was  that 
the  seeds  and  bulbs  he  had  set  aside,  before  his  illness,  should  be  planted  as  he 
would  have  planted  them,  according  to  the  field  plans  he  had  prepared,  also  before 
he  was  taken  sick. 

With  the  staff  of  helpers  he  had  built  up,  consisting  of  men  who  had  been 
intimately  associated  with  his  work*  for  years,  this  progress  was  followed. 

The  importance  of  this  Bulletin  to  flower  lovers  and  the  makers  of  gardens  will 
be  apparent.  In  its  pages  are  contained  the  final  offerings  from  these  Farms.  These 
include  all  Mr.  Burbank’s  varieties  of  recent  years  and  also  new  varieties  never 
before  released.  They  are  his  last  contributions  to  the  gardens  of  the  earth. 


No  one  can  "carry  on  the  work  of  Luther  Burbank.”  All  we  could  do  as  re- 
gards his  seed  and  bulb  business  was  to  follow  out  the  plans  he  had  made  for  1926 
and  for  this  Bulletin;  that  much  we  have  done. 

Regarding  the  perpetuation  of  his  work  of  plant-breeding  and  experimenta- 
tion, his  own  wishes  have  been  followed  and  his  own  plans  carried  out.  To  this 
end  Mrs.  Burbank  has  offered  to  transfer  Mr.  Burbank’s  experiments,  planting 
plans,  and  existing  experimental  trees  and  plants,  together  with  ample  land  and 
equipment  for  research  and  experimentation,  to  the  Leland  Stanford  University 
of  California.  The  University  has  expressed  a strong  desire  to  accept  the  offer, 
and  will  do  so  if  and  when  an  endowment  can  be  raised  to  make  possible  the  fulfill- 
ment of  the  plan  contemplated.

Presently  it  was  a bush  four  feet  high  and  three  feet  across  at  the  base  "like  a gigantic  dahlia 
of  a surpassingly  brilliant,  iridescent  color  never  before  seen  outside  an  electric  furnace,  being  of  a 
clear,  glistening,  fiery,  rosy  crimson,  increasing  in  size  and  abundance  until  the  whole  plant  is 
illuminated  with  huge,  poinsettia-like  tufts  of  flaming  fire  which  can  be  seen  for  half  a mile.”

It  was  difficult  this  year  to  decide  which  of  Luther  Burbank’s  last  developments  in  the  world 
of  flowers  was  most  worthy  of  being  featured  in  this  Bulletin;  close  to  the  top  for  all  of  us  was 
the  Celosia,  which  we  have  named 

THE  PLUMED  KNIGHT 

This  development  from  the  old  Cockscomb  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  outstanding  achievements 
of  the  Plant  Master. 

It  grows  in  the  form  of  a well-formed  bush,  though  with  wide  variations  in  character,  very 
rapidly  and  freely,  reaches  a height  of  two  to  four  feet,  and  is  hardy  and  healthy. 

Almost  from  its  first  few  days  of  life  in  the  garden  it  begins  to  spread  iridescent,  sparkling, 
velvety  plumes,  like  coarser  pampas-grass,  and  these  plumes  increase  in  number  and  size  as  the 
days  go  on  until,  in  early  summer,  THE  PLUMED  KNIGHT  is  a blazing,  glowing  torch  of  the 
most  graceful,  lovely  and  varied  plumes,  some  almost  as  round  as  a ball,  others  like  an  ostrich 
plume,  like  a torch,  like  a small  pine  branch,  like  colored  bird-of-Paradise  feathers,  like  the  most 
delicate  lace-work  or  like  pompons  of  silk.  Moreover,  out  of  these  plumes  grow  the  oddest  and 
most  beautiful  cockscombs  or  clusters  like  some  exotic  flower,  entirely  different  from  the  plumes, 
but  of  the  same  color  in  each  case. 

When  all  this  is  said  THE  PLUMED  KNIGHT  catches  the  interest.  But  the  texture,  grace  and 
beauty  of  this  foliage-like  plume  is  nothing — is  lost  sight  of  and  forgotten — when  you  see  the  colors. 

Artists  who  have  examined  it  have  been  enthusiastic  and  unanimous  in  their  praise  of  it,  but  not 
one  of  them  has  ever  been  able  to  name  a single  color  seen  in  THE  PLUMED  KNIGHT!
